Fruit Growers Suaffer Mest. 

Although the embargo applies also 
to live stock, poultry and truck, these 
industries will suffer less than the 
fruit growers. Thousands of truck 
} erowers and produce farmers dispose 
of their products in nearby markets, 
and it is believed wagon roads will be 
sufficient to relieve congestion. 

Southern cities tonight were taking 
stock of the necessaries of life on 
hand. New Orleans and Memphis re- 
ported a sufficient supply to carry 
their populations over a month. Late 
today the New Orlean’s Chamber of 
Commerce sent an appeal to other Mis- 
sissippi valley cities to co-operate in 
organizing protection for emergency 
cities in case of a strike. Boat lines 
also were suggested as a means of 
relieving the situation. 

Railroad officials on the larger roads 
confidently claimed that trains would 
be operated. Some of the more op- 
timistic asserted that at least 40 per 
cent of their employees would refuse 
to ‘strike. 

One or two companies announced 
that unustvfal inducements would be 
held out to employees remaining loyal, 
and there were many claims that if 
the strike really occurred the brother- 
hodds would find their ranks badly 
depleted. 

Railroad officials are prepared, it is 
said, to play important cards as the 
strike hour approached in théeir effort 
to prevent a tie-up. The Na'shville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis issued a no- 
tice today that employees who strike 
will lose their passes and their eli- 
gibility as pensioners of the road, while 
those remaining loyal will be placed 
at the head of the service _ rosters. 
There was a report that on one division 
of the Southern railway 500 new men 
already had been employed and were 
in training to take the places of 
strikers. 

_ $trike Protection Urged. 

The first request for extra protection 
in case of a strike was filed by local 
road officials last night with the sherift 
at Montgomery, where six roads con- 
verge. Fifty special deputies were ask- 
ed for. The sheriff refused the request 
for the present. 

The Central of Georgia railroad head- 
quarters at Savannah tonight an- 
nounced an embargo on all freight 
would be placed in effect on its lines 
tomorrow. A meeting of the officers 
would be held, it was said, to determine 
the exact time.

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The mob then broke in the front door 
as Eley escaped through a rear en- 
trance. He was caught when entering 
the Elks’ home, his clothes were strip- 
ped away and he was battered and 
kicked by the mob, two of his ribs be- 
ing broken. A rope was taken from 
the trolley of a_ street car and the 
noose placed about hfs neck, : 

After half an hour of torture and in- 
sults the half-conscious man surrendere 
ed. He was taken to a waiting motor 
truck which formed the head of the 
procession of automobiles into which 
the mob alimbed. The procession then 
left the city at high speed. 

Citizens Refused to Aid, 

While the mob held Eley a prisoner 
under a telephone pole, Chief of Police 
Kinney called upon citizens to join his 
force, but was refused. The fire de- 
partment was called out, but arrived 
just as the mob was starting away. 
The motor fire trucks were run three 
abreast down the streets, throwing 
chemicals on those of the mob that had 
not joined the motor procession, and 
the men on foot were dispersed. 

It is understood that the mob was 
led by a band of farmers from the vi- 
cinity where the assault occurred early 
this morning.

Gen- 
eral Funston was directed to return 
one regiment. from Louisiana, three 
from New York, two from New Jersey, 
two from Illinois, two from Missouri 
and one each from California, Oregon 
and -Washington. 

Secretary Baker announced the order 
after a conference with President 
Wilson at the white house. Earlier in 
the day the department had ordered 
to their home ‘stations 6,000 regular 
coast artillerymen who have been 
serving as infantry on the border. 

The secretary's statement tonight 
said: 

“In view of the fact that substantial- 
ly this number of troops who have not 
done patrol duty on the border are 
now on their way there, it is felt that 
this number can be spared. In a few 
days, if transportation facilities re- 
main undisturbed, the department in- 
tends to order home some more regi- 
ments aWd possibly to replace them 
with troops now in their mobilization 
camps. in the several states.”

FORGES GATHERED

10 OPPOSE STRIKE 


Railway Executives Can See 

‘No Hope of Settlement Be- 
fore Labor Day and Are 
Preparing for the Worst. 


[EFFECT OF EMBARGOES

Chicago, August 30.—Throughout the 
entire country the railroads, great and 
small, gathered their forces to oppose 
the strike set for next Monday. 

The undercurrent of feeling reported 
at Washington that the catastrophe 
would yet be averted was not reflected 
here among railroad men. A summary 
of the situation made by E. P. Ripley, 
president of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, who was a member of the 
committee which conferred with Presi- 
dent Wilson, as spokesman for rai)- 
road presidents who returned today 
from the conferences at the national 
capital, intensified the pessimism felt 
here. 

Mr. Ripley asserted that the rail- 
roads can now see no hope of a set- 
tlement before Labor day, and are mak- 
ing every preparation for eventuali- 
ties.

son’s message. The resolution was 
referred to the interstate commerce 
committee without discussion. 

Opinion in the senate after the gener- 
al debate concentrated on the urgent 
necessity for emergency action first, 
proposals for permanent legislation to 
be considered thoroughly after danger 
of an immediate lige had ibeen passed. 
This sentiment was forcibly expressed 
on the floor and echoed in conferences 
of house leaders. 

The interstate commerce committee 
discussed the proposed legislation late 
in the day, but postponed action until 
after tomorrow's hearings. In the 
meantime word came from the house 
side that Representative Adamson, the 
chairman of the commerce committee, 
and Majority Leader Kitchin had con- 


cluded that the eight-hour day law 
could be passed through the house. 


TENTATIVE DRAFTS 
OF MEASURES. 


Tentative drafts of measures submit- 
ted to the senate committee and com- 
municated to all parties to the contro- 
versy during the day, include the fol- 
lowing provisions to be attached to a 
pending ‘bill which would enlarge the 
interstate commerce commission:

STRIKE DEBATE 
IN THE SENATE. 


Immediately after the tentative leg- 
islation had been made public, general 
, debate was begun in the senate on the 
‘controversy, Senator Cummins opening 
' the controversy. The Iowa senator as- 
, serted that compulsory arbitration was 
iimpracticable and unconstitutional; 
|that any attempt to fix maximum 
, Wages by law, although within the 
: power of congress, was :ioomed to fail- 

ure, and that legislation to prevent 
strikes by force of law would ‘mean a 
practical prohibition of labor unions. 
He suggested that a modified or par- 
tial restriction of the right to strike 
in a combined way mizht make for 
industrial peace. 

In the course of the debate Senator 
: Simmons brought the emergency leg- 
islation to the front in a speech urging 
immediate action to prohibit the strike, 
pending an investigation of the differ- 
ences. He asked Senator Hughes if 
such action would not forestall the 
strike. 

“If you ask my opinion,” Senator 
Hughes replied, “I do not think con- 
Sress has any authority to pass such 
a law; we might just as well pass a 
law to compel men to work. The sen- 
ator is assuming a great deal if he 
thinks such a law will stop a strike.” 

Senator Simmons retorted vehement- 
ly, declaring that congress should go 
a step farther and “confer upon the 
courts drastic powers to prevent men 
who have gone on strike after such a 
Proposed investigation and Gecision, 
from conspiring or acting in concert 
. prevent other men from taking their 
places.” 


HOKE SMITH 
WARNS UNIONS. 


Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, de- 
Clared that railroad workmen always 
had been his friends, but that “for the 
first time in my life thev will lose my 
Sympathies if they carry out this 
strike; the men should postpone the 
strike set for Monday: :f they do not, 
[ don’t believe two wecks will pass 
before they are forced to do it. 

“The sympathy the people have for 
the railroad men will pars away when 
the children begin to ery for food,” he 
said. “The railroads ani men should 
on ae consider now—before it is too 
ate.” 

Senator Hardwick, of Georgia, said 
that unless the country should embrace 
; ultimate government ownership an@ op- 
eration of railroads, that other legisla- 
tion for government regulation was ab- 
solutely imperative. 

The “days of government ownership 
already is at hand,” he said, unless 
eovernment commission gets complete 
power to regulate all phases of rail- 
road problems. 

He said he was unalterably opposed 
to legislation that would compel “any 
man to work involuntarily.” 

Senator Martine urged overnment 
Ownership as a solution of the prob- 
lem, and Senator Reed advocated fed- 
eral receivership for railroads having 
government contracts whenever they 
failed to execute such contracts. 

While the senate was deliberating 
what to do, house leaders were becom- 
ing restive over the prospects and the 
danger of a great industrial civil war. 
It was practically determined by them 
that unless some decisive action is tak- 
en in the senate within forty-eight 
hours the house would undertake initia- 
action. Otherwise the lower 
branch proposes to wait on senate leg- 
islation.

ONGRESS TO FIND™ 
STRIKE SOLUTION 


Adamson Frames Measure 
Which It Is Thought Will 
Avert Trouble — Leaders 
Resolved to Stop:Strike.

Washington, August 30.—(Special.)— 
A solution of the threatening railroad 
strike situation is in sight through ac- 
tion by congress. With the stage all 
set for the most disastrouy industrial 
contest in the history of the world, to 
be ushered in on Labor day, the pres- 
ident’s friends in congress have not 
abandoned hope of avoiding the im- 
pending calamity. 

i Adamson’s Measure. 

Representative Adamson, of Georgia, 
chaifman of the house committee on 
interstate and foreign cOmmerce to- 
night completed the draft of a _ Dill 
which he believes will avoid the strike. 
Briefly it provides: 

1, That beginning November 1, 1916, 
eight hours shall be deemed a day's 
work at the existing wage for a ten- 
hour day for employees on all rail- 
roads, subject to the jurisdiction of 
the interstate commerce commission. 

2. That in case of accident or mis- 
fortune or in any emergency, or in 
case where existing divisions may re- 
quire more than eight hours to make 
the run, operating at a safe and reason- 
able rate of speed, and in all cases 
where without fault of the employees 
more than eight hours are required to 
make arun or change crews, employees 
may work the overtime necessary to 
complete the run and be paid at the 
rate of time and one-half time for the 
overtime worked. 

3. The appointment of a commission

‘l by the trainmen “to observe the admin- 


istrative and financial] effects of the in-

The house leaders propose to allow 
the senate forty-eight hours to adopt 
this amendment to the pending Adam- 
son bill to increase tke membership of 
the interstate commerce commission to 
nine members. If not put through in 
that time, it will be offered in the house 
and passed under a special rule. 

The new amendment adopts the eight- 
hour law as binding on all carriers 
subjectaso congressional regulations and 
provi for time and one-half over- 
time pay. Other questions are to be 
submitted to investigation and action 
postponed until congress meets again 
in December,

Lead- 
ing wholesale grocers report that there 
is a sufficient supply of staple articles 
of food on hand to last at least two 
weeks, that is, if some customers do 
not buy greatly in excess of their im- 
mediate needs and thereby exhaust the 
local market.

BRITISH LINES 
BEING EXTENDED. 


London, August 30.—The Germans 
made fwo attempts last night to ad- 
vance in the vicinity of Guillemont, 
on the Somme front, but were beaten 
back, the war office announced today. 

The statement of conditions in north- 
ern France today reads: 

“Bad weather continues. Operations 
last night again were confined to a few 
minor enterprises on different parts of 
the front. Two half-hearted attempts 
by the enemy to advance in the vicin- 
ity of Guillemont were ewsily defeated. 

“Detachments of our troops entered 
and reconnoitered what remains of 
Mouquet farm, 
turned. 

“We carried out a successful raid, 
with no loss to ourselves, on the en- 
emy’s trenches near Neuville St. Vaast, 
inflicting casualties on the enemy, and 
returning with eight prisoners.” 

The official communication from 
general headquarters’ at midnight 
reads: 

“South of Martinpuich we extended 
our lines across a small salient, cap- 
turing some prisoners, the number of 
whom has not been ascertained. Thir- 
other prisoners were taken 
in minor operations. 

“Between the Ancre and the Somme, 
despite the adverse weather, there has 
been a deal of artillery activity on 
both sides. 

“On the remainder of the front noth 
ing occurred.” : 


FRENCH GAIN 
AT VERDUN. 


Paris, August 30.—The 
launched another attack on the Verdun 
front east of Fleury last night 
made further progress, 
fice announced today.

“There was the usual cannonading 
along the whole front.

statements issued today by the German 
army headquarters. British detach- 
ments, which penetrated the German 
positions at points north of Ovillers 
and Pozieres were defeated in hand- 
to-hand fighting. 

The statement Says: 

“Western theater: In the Somme 
district enemy operations during the 
day were unable to develop on account 
of our effective fire. During these op- 
erations both sides made consideraple 
and continuous use of artillery. ‘, 

“During the evening and night 
strong attacks followed, from the line 
Ovillers-Pozieres, and between 
Guillemont and Maurepas, while ad- 
joining this sector to the Somme and 
beyond the river Into the neighborhood 
of Chilly the enemy, who had prepared 
to make storm attacks was held to his 
trenches during the night. Our posi- 
peng were maintained without excep- 

on. 

“North of Ovillers-Pozieres our brave 
troops again repulsed in heavy hand- 
to-hand fighting the English detach- 
ments which had penetrated our posi- 
tions at a few points. 

On the right bank of the Meuse re- 
newed French attacks near Fleury and 
against our positions between the vil- 
lage and Chapitre wood, prepared for 
by violent artillery fire, again broke 
down. 

‘Southeast of Fleury the enemy was 
driven, back by a counter eat aee. 

‘North of Ancre brook and est of 
Muelhausen one enemy aeroplane was 
Put out of action at each place in an 
aetial battle.

BY RUSSIAN FORCES 


Petrograd, August 30.—(Via London.) 
The Russians have captured Panker 
mountain, in the Carpathians, on the 
Hungarian border, the war office an- 
nounced today. 

The statement says: 

“Western (Russian) front: In an air 
battle over the region north of Dvinsk 
one of our machines brought a Ger- 
man fokker in the enemy lines. 

“On the upper Sereth the enemy at- 
tempted to resume the offensive, but 
was repelled. 

“An enemy attack on the River By- 
stritz Was repelled by our troops. 

“In the Carpathians west of Nadver- 
na our troops captured the village of 
Rafalov on the-Bystritza, and the 
Panker mountains on the Hungarian 
border. Our troops are at a distance 
of between 25 and 30 versts (18 miles) 
from the Hungarian frontier. 

“The village of Rafalov on the Bys- 
tritza-Nadvorna rive 1c border 
also has been captured by the Rus- 
sians.”

DRAMA TAKEN 
BY BULGARS. 


Paris, August 30.—The city of Drama, 
in northeastern Greece, has been seized 
by Bulgarians aiter a battle with the 
Greek garrison, telegraphs the Athens 
correspondent of The Matin. 

The dispatch says that the Bul- 
garians captured three forts and took 
prisoner the Greek garrison of 120 
men, and that a number of soldiers 
were killed. This news was confirmed, 
the correspondent adds, .by refugees 
who have reached Athens. 


Drama is one of the principal towns 
in northeastern Greece, 75 miles north- 
east of Saloniki, in the district east of 
the Struma river, which the Bulgarians 
have been occupying for the last fort- 
night. There have been other reports 
of fighting between Greeks and Bul- 
garians, but the French war office, on 
Friday last stated the Greek garrison 
at Kavala and Drama were still in pos- 
session of the towns and had not been 
attacked.

FRENCH GAINING 
AGAINST BULGARS. 


Paris, August 30.—Severe fighting is 
in progress on the Macedonian front. 
The war office report of today says the 
French gained ground west of the Var- 
dar river.

Lake Ostrovo were repulsed by the 


Serbians.

NO TRACE YET FOUND.

Guard J. W. Pouncey, who allowed 
the two prisoners to pass by him, 
when told they were electricians, has 
resigned his position, after admitting 
his fault to Warden Zerbst. This is 
declared to be an unusual procedure 
for a guard at federal prison to take, 
and it is not yet decided by the prison 
authorities if Pouncey’s resignation 
will be accepted.

The eyes of 100,000,000 people through- 
out the United States, from Maine to Cali-

granted and all other points in dispute sub- 
mitted to arbitration there will be no strike.

NATIONAL GUARL’S RESPONSE. 


Replying to further criticisms of the na- 
tional guard of the-states, appearing in The 
Army and Navy Journal, the _ unofficial 
mouthpiece of the army and navy of the 
United States, The Jacksonville Times 
Union says it is “perhaps too much to ex: 
pect that the army paper would speak with 
fairness and justice,” in dealing with these 
matters. 

The truth of the matter is, as The Times- 
Union points out, the chief difficulties con- 
nected with the mobilization of the national 
guard arose out of the unpreparedness of 
the national war department as regards this 
arm of the service. The department had 
signally failed, as was practically admitted 
by leading army officers, to have the na- 
tional guard properly equipped for field 
duty. 

Suggesting that a comparison of the 
actual results attained in the matter of en- 
listment will hardly show up to the great 
credit of the regular army, The Times-Union 
says: 


Now if the army folks who seek to 
decry the national guard want a com- 
parison as to what has been done in the 
matter of recruitment, let us see what 
the actual facts are: 

Some six months ago congress by 
resolution authorized an increase of 
20,000 in the mobile forces of the stuand- 
ing army, and the latest published in- 
formation shows that only a little over 
half of that number have been secured. 

On June 18, the date of the presi- 
dent's call, the strength of the nationai 
guard was approximately 134,000; but all 
of the national guard was not called out. 
Im this state only half of the guard was 
called out, but from the best informa- 
tion obtainable it appears that about 
three-fourths of the organized forces in 
the several states was actually called out. 
For the purpose of a liberal comparison 
the number may be fixed at 100,0u0. On 
July 22, or one month after the issuance 
of the president's call, official figures 
presented to the senate showed that the 
orgarizations: called out had been in- 
creased by enlistments to more. than 
160.0606, indicating recfuitment during a 
month of more than 50 per cent. 

The temerity of the service paper in 
inviting this comparison may be better 
appreciated when it is recalled that ina 
period six times as long the army re- 
cruited about lJ per cent. 


So far as the question of enlistment is 
concerned, it must be admitted that The 
Times-Union has made out a clear case. The 
national guard, in a comparatively short 
period, secured in enlistments more than 60 
per cent of its strength, while the regular 
army has taken a much longer period in 
enlisting 10 per cent. 

That is one of the impressive facts that 
tells its own story, while another is the ad- 
mitted inattention of the war department 
to the national guard, in the matter of 
equipment, but in spite of which it was able 
to make its excellent showing. 

The Army and Navy Journal is in serious 
error if it thinks this determined policy of 
antagonism to the national guard is going 
to prove a stepping stone for the regular 
organization. Why not a work-together pol- 
icy of harmony for the national good? 

The Constitution is a believer in the 
army; it also believes in the efficiency of 
the national guard, if properly supported. 
Let’s have both and let’s make both as 
efficient as possible in the service of the 
country. That is the beSt and safest basis 
upon which to strive and build for national 
preparedness. 


DOERS OF BIG THINGS. 


The work of farm schools in the south 
has passed from the experiment stage and 
wherever such schools have been estab- 
‘lished better farming conditions prevail. 

The scientific farmers of the future are 
being graduated from these schools, in con- 
nection with the agricultural colleges. In 
North Carolina farm school instruction is 
eagerly sought by the boys of the farms, 
and its influence there, as elsewhere, is to 
keep them on the farms. 

As to the business of farming as it is 
known today from the standpoint of educa- 
tional efficiency, The Houston Post says: 


There was a time when the statement 
that a committee of farmers would be 
appointed to establish a bank would have 
been greeted with a good deal of cyni- 
cism. Farming was not then regarded as 
a business that trained men for big things 
in the financial world. Today that is 
changed. Farming is now regarded as 
one of the things in which success is 
gained only by the application of the best 
brains of the country. Farmers who 
have gained the respect of their fellows 
are today regarded as the biggest men of 
their communities. They are doers of big 
things for the country. And when it is 
desired that a farmers’ bank be estab- 
lished it is easy to select able farmers 
who will establish it upon a firm founda- 
tion and conduct its affairs with marked 
ability. 


That is the lesson the boys of the farms 
have before them: that they are in the 
business which offers the best opportuni- 
ties to do big things for the country—the 
business demanding brains and ideas.

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SENATOR DOBBS REPLIES TO 
CARD FROM GENERAL WRIGHT 
In reply to a recent political card from 
William A. Wright, comptroller general and 


State insurance commissioner, which Senator 
Ik. P. Dobbs, of Marietta, candidate for Gen- 
eral Wright’s present position, claims was 
misleading, Senator Dobbs has written a 
communication to The Constitution stating 
that investigation has shown that under the 
administration of General Wright during the 
last ten years insolvent insurance compa- 
hies, with. capital aggregating $10,000,000, 
have been allowed to operate in Georgia, even 
When report had been made to the state in- 
surance department that at least some of 
them were insolvent. 

Senator Dobbs’ card is as follows: 

“Editor Constitution: I have not 
to the misleading card from my opponent, 
published in your columns, until I completed 
my investigation of his ofticial record. Ever 
Since my announcement for the office of 
cOonrptrollier general and insurance commis- 
sioner my mails have been flooded with com- 
plaints from citizens who have been robbed, 
either as stockholders, certificate holders or 
as policyholders by some one of a dozen 
difierent life or tire insurance companies 
organized in this state, and, therefore, under 
the inspection and control of the present in- 
cumbent, W. A. Wright. 

“So numerous and so pitiful did these com- 
plaints become that I caused an examination 
of the records of that office to be made, and 
1 am astounded at what has been uncovered. 

“Why should any insurance company be 
fraudulently organized, or if legally formed, 
be permitted to fraudulently continue busi- 
ness while insolvent, to the hurt of our citi- 
zens? Which is insufficient—-the law or the 
Official? 

“Since 1887 the law has required $100,000 
of money to be subscribed in good faith and 
actually paid in before the company can do 
an insurance business. It gives to the In- 
surance commissioner the power to demand 
all papers, examine under oath the officers 
of the company, send expert accountants to 
inspect every book and documentand requires 
under oath annual reports. What is wrong 
with the law? 

Why Should People Be Cheated? 

“Why, then, should the people of Georgia 
be cheated by cheap juggletry, either through 
fraudulently organized or fraudulently con- 
ducted insurance companies? 

“But they have been to an extent 
equalled in the history of any state. 

“Look at the list of insurance companies 
that have been either fraudulently organized 
or fraudulently allowed to operate while 
grossly insolvent, during the past ten years 
of W. A. Wright's management.

Air Pockets Explained. 


In the early days of aviation, when avia- 
tors took sudden falls for which they could 
not account, they explained that they had 
encountered an air pocket. But the Smith- 
sonian Institution has investigated the pecu- 
liarities of the air and found that there is no 
such thing as an air pocket as meant by 
aviators. These pockets were thought to’be 
either partial vacuums made by some pecu- 
liarity of the currents or accumulations of 
gas so different from air that when the aero- 
plane entered it could not accommodate it- 
self to the new condition quickly enough and 
began to fali. It is not uncommon for an 
aeroplane apparently to lose its grip on the 
air and suddenly fall a hundred feet, leaving 
the aviator as heipless as the driver of a 
skidding automobile. Before modern meth- 
ods of controlling the flight of aeroplanes 
were devised there were many falls from 
this cause. |

with a cataract which bore the machine 
downward. There are currents in the air 
caused by the wind and differences in tem- 
perature, aad some of these currents flow 
upward and downward, like fountains or 
Cataracts. In summer a cool wind which 
encounters a spot on the earth which is 
warmer .than the surrounding country—as, 
for instance, a desert—turns upward. An 
aviator may rise in such a fountain, fly for 
some distance in it, and then come to the 
edge. His machine immediately begins to 
drop, and if he gains control in time to save 
himself he tells, when he reaches the earth, 
that he ran into an air pocket. The edges 
of these fountains are sometimes sharply 
defined, so that an aviator may find one 
wing of his machine perilously tipped. He 
then believes that the downward wing has 
encountered a vacuum pocket. The cata- 
racts come from the currents which follow 
the contour of the land. 

In referring to the experience of aviators 
about New York, The New York Sun states 
that in crossing the Hudson river above the 
city over the Palisades aviators expect a 
drop of from 100 to 200 eet. and they: are 
seldom disappointed. And tnose who at- 
tempt to fly low over the skyscraper section 
of the city often run into aerial cataracts, 
fountains, gusts ad eddies caused by the 
irregularities in the heights of the buildings 
and the difference in temperature, which is 
much higher over the city than over the 
bay. But the danger from the air pockets 
is disappearing. As a rule the fatser the 
speed of the machine the less danger there 
is from this source. And with modern ma- 
chines in the hands of men whom “experience 
has taught to watch for sudden drops the 
chance of a fall is considerably reduced,

FOR BREAKING FISH LAW

While this law was approved™ 
ber 27, 1915, it has never been e.” 
for the simple reason that Georgia 
was one of the few coast states which 
had never defined its water line. there- 
fore no arrests could be made; but 
since the last legislature established 
this water line there has been a de- 
mand by local fishermen that the sec- 
tion be enforced, and, as a result, a 
general haul was made yesterday. Al] 
of the men arrested were prawn fish- 
ing for the Glynn Canning company, 
and the ca'’ses against them promise to 
be interesting, and the new law is to 
be thoroughly tested. 


HE FINDS BOLL WEEVIL 
IN POSSESSION OF FARM 


Columbus, Ga., August 30.—(Special.) 
A Columbus man who owns a farm 
down the Chattahoochee river in the 
southwestern section of the State, re- 
ceived a letter from his-agent urging 
him to come down and see conditions 
with his own eyes.

POSITION ON RATES 


Ask Commission to Adopt 


Only Issue No. 42, or Com- 


pleted Portion of Southern 
Classification. 


Randall Clifton, general freight 
agent of the Southern railway, will to- 
day present to the Georgia railroad 
commission the new rates from Georgia 


Jinterior points to Brunswick and Sa- 


vannah, as proposed by the railroads 
of the state in their petition for a gen- 
eral revision of intrastate rates. It is 
expected also that the presentation of 
the proposal of the railroads to sub- 
stitute the southern classification for 
the Georgia classification, which has 
been in progress for the last two days, 
will be completed today, upon com- 
pletion of which the hearing will be 
adjourned until September 6. 

On September 6 the carriers will be- 
gin the explanation of their proposed 
special commodity rates in Georgia, in 
which subject the shippers of the sev- 
eral larger cities of the state have 


displayed ‘particular interest. 

In view of the fact that the south- 
ern Classification, which has been un- 
dergoing revision at the hands of the 
southern revision classification com- 
mittee for the last four years, is now 
only’80 per cent perfect, the carriers, 
in asking the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion to substitute the southern classi- 
fication for the Georgia classification, 
will ask the commission to adopt only 
issue No. 42, or the completed portion 
of the classification for the present. 
As the remainder of the classification 
is perfected and as changes in condi- 
tions warrant further changes in the 
classification, the carriers will ask the 
commission to accept the perfected re- 
mainder and the changes, in event the 
present perfected portion of the clhssi- 
fication is adopted. 

This position of the carriers was out- 
lined at the request of Chairman C. 
M. Candler, of the Georgia railroad 
commission, by W. R. Powe, chairman 
of the southern classification commit- 
tee, at the Wednesday morning session 
of the rate hearing. 

Expediency to Govern. 

As had been made clear before, 
carriers expect that expediency | 
demand certain departures from the 
southern classification, ‘f adopted in 
Georgia, and Mr. Powe Wednesday fur- 
ther pointed out that as the subse- 
quently perfected portion of the classi- 
fication and other changes are present 
ed to the commission for adoption, such 
departures as the commission may 
deem advisable may be noted in an 
exception sheet for that purpose in 
Georgia. 

Merrel Callaway, chief counsel for 
the carriers, stated that the carriers 
would accede to whatever time limita- 
tions for putting proposed changes int) 
effect might be thought advisable by 
the commission. 

J. Prince Webster, rate expert of 
the commission, was of the opinion that 
the establishment of an erxception sheet 
subject to continual additions of. de- 
partures from the southern classifica- 
tion, if adopted, would lead back to 
two classifications. Mr. lowe stated

and justify future proposed changes. 

. Completes Comparison. 


Powe at the Wednesday morn- 
in@ session completed his illustrative 
cofparison of the differences in the 
classifications and : methods of clas- 
sification of a umber of important 
articles of commerce under the Geor- 
gia classification and the southern 
classification, showing the advantages 
which he claimed would ensue for both 
the carriers and the shippers under the 
southern classification. 

One illustration he used was that 
of agricultural implementa, which, un- 
der the southern classification, he said, 
is divided into three heads: Hand im- 
plements, other than hand implements 
and parts, each of these divisions, in 
turn, being classified according to 
their condition for shipment as to 
density, protection, etc. lle pointed out 
that a horse rake, for instance, with- 
out the wheels, when shipped set up, 
under the southern classification, took 
double first class; that knocked down 
it took a lower classification, and that 
when knocked down and with the 
teeth removed it dropped to third class, 
due to its greater density and the in- 
creased ease with which it may he pro- 
tected from damage in transit. He 
stated that under the head of other 
hand implements alone in the southern 
classification there are a greater num- 
ber of items than are listed in the 
entire subject of agricultural imple- 
ments in the Georgia classification. He 
also pointed out that the mixed ship- 
ments with agricultural implements 
have been made up with an eye to the 
peculiar requirements of the’ southern 
traffic, and is different from the mix- 
ture under the other two genera] clas- 
sifications in the territory of which 
conditions.are different from those in 
the south.

Only Six Members of Crew of F. Stomaker, Charged With 


American Steamer Ad- 
miral Clark Escape. 


New Orleans, August 30.—Twenty 
men of the crew of twentv-six of the 
American steamer Admiral Clark, 
which sailed from Port Arthur, Texas, 
for Buenos Aires on August 11, perish- 


ed at sea when the steamer foundered, | 


August 16, in the tropical hurricane 
that struck the west Texas coast sev- 
eral days later, according to the six 
Survivors who arrived at the quaran- 
tine station near here today on the 
Swedish bark Tana, 

Captain James Daniels, master of the 
steamer, was among the score drowned. 
The six survivors were adrift in the 
Caribbean sea on the small painting 
tatt of the wrecked steamer for six 
days and twelve hours befure they were 
Pickéad up by the ‘Tana, several days 
uzgo. The survivors were in a serious 
condition from the long exposure and 
lack of rood when rescued, but all “were 
reported Breatly improved today. 

the survivors of tne Admirai Clark 
were Gariand Noth, chief officer; Carl 
Johnson, second officer; C. H. King, 
steward, all Americans; W. -Robinson, 
third. engineer, of England; Peter An- 
derson, sailor, Norway, and Fred Cu- 
siK, oiler, Austria. ‘he crew of the 
steamer, it Was stated, Was signed up 
at Port Arthur and New York. 

According to the survivors’ story, the 

imiral Clark encountered the hurri- 

ie in the Caribbean the morning of 

gust 16. 

After battling with the storm all day 
the doors of the mess room were brok- 
en in and the water flooded the en- 
Zine room, The steamer sank at 11 
p. m., about 112 miles southeast of Cape 
San Antonio, Cuba. 

All the boats had been smashed or 
washed away and the crew wasforced 
to jump_into the water. The six e6ur- 
vivors Managed to grasp and climb on 
to the painting raft, which was afloat, 
and on this frail refuge they drifted 
until picked up August 23 by the Tana, 
which was bound for New Orleans. 

The Admiral Clark was of 2,437 tons 
and was owned by the Pacific-Alaska 
Navigation company, of Tacoma, Wash. 
She carried a cargo of petroleum from 
Port Arthur.

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FOR CRUISER MEMPHIS 


Besides 20 or 30 Men Killed, 
72 Others Were Injured When 
Warship Was Wrecked. 


Washington, August 30.—Incom- 
plete advices to the navy department 
today indicated that between twenty 
and thirty American bluejackets lost 
their lives yesterday when the armored 
cruiser Memphis was driven ashore in 
a sudden tropical storm at San Do- 
mingo city. The full report from 
Rear Admiral Pond on casualties was 
expected hourly.

The transport 
Dixie, en route from Vera Cruz to Key 
West with Luis Cabrera, head of the 
Mexican commission, also will be in- 
tercepted and sent to take aboard the 
survivors.

Nearly all the injured were 
scalded. 

“Muster roll left on board in safe,” 
the second message said. “Only incom- 
plete muster has therefore heen made.

No cas- 
ualties among officers. Captain Beach 
last to leave ship.” 

The gunboat Castine 
toward shore by the storm, but final- 
ly got up sufficient steam to make 
her way to sea with steering gear dis- 
abled and every life boat smashed.

Our Prerogative. 


A sporting editor's prerogative is to 
criticise and just so long as we have 
that prerogative we are going to use 
it, hit whom it may. “The fans of this 
city do not regard you as an efficient 
manager. Had they done so, they 
would have engaged your services a 
long while ago,” is one of the com- 
ments in this letter.

PROTEST ON TOBACCO 
TO BE SENT TO BRITAIN 


August 30.—It was an- 
nounced today that the protest which 
Secretary Lansing yesterday promised 
a delegation of tobacco growers to send 
(Ireat Britain regarding the re-imposi- 
tion of the tobacco embargo will fol- 
low the lines of the general protest 
against the whole British blockade 
policy. It now is in preparation, and 
should go forward in a few days. 

The communication will not be made 
public, as it is regarded by the depart- 
ment as merely a detailed protest fall- 
ing under the general blockade head. 
lt is expected to lay particular stress 
on the impossibility of tobacco being 
in any sense contraband; and the disas- 
trous results the curtailing of exportae- 
tion will have on American producers. 

Senator James introduced an amend- 
ment to the revenue bill in the senate 
today authorizing President Wilson in 
his discretion to prohibit from importa- 
tion into the United States such ar- 
ticles as are prohibited by foreign gov- 
ernments during the existence of a 
war, from importation from the United 
States. Although no mention is made 
of the subject, it is understood that 
the amendment is proposed by way of 
retaliation against Great Britain for 
the tobacco embargo. 

Senator James explained that the 
amendment had been submitted to Sec- 
retary Lansing, and approved by him.

ITALIAN TROOPS 
STORM POSITIONS 
OF THE AUSTRIANS 


tome, August 30.—(Via London.)— 
The Italian war office today gave out 
the following official communication: 

“Hostile artillery has fired on our 
positions continuously between the 
Adige and Brenta rivers, and also has 
shelled Ala, in the Lagarina valley, 


Avice valley. 

“In the Fassa area our Alpine troops 
have extended their occupation of the 
crest northwest of Monte Cauriol, tak- 
ing another 21 prisoners, one trench 
mortar and numerous rifles. The Aus- 
trian artillery opened a heavy fire on 
Cauriol, which was effectively replied 
to by our guns, 

“At the head of the Felizon valley 
and in the region of the Boite our 
troops made a brilliant attack and car- 
ried some strong trenches on the 
northwestern slope of Punta del 
Forame andatthe bottom of the valley. 
The enemy suffered heavily, leaving 
117 prisoners, including three officers, 
in our hanas. : 

“Along the rest of the front there 
have been desultory artillery actions. 
The enemy shelled Gorizio, Valla Sella 
and Oliero intermittently. 

“On the Carso front small actions 
took place which enabled us to 
straighten our lines. 

“Enemy aeroplanes dropped bombs 
on Alleghe and on the Lagoon at 
Marano, wounding a few persona, but 
causing ‘slight damage. 

Berlin, August 30.—(By Wireless.)— 
The Austro-Hungarian statement of 
vesterday regarding operations against 
the Italians says: 

‘{talian front: The enemy was more 
active on several sectors of the front.
